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COMMISSIONERS AT WORK. 


The Alteration of the Tariff Daties and 
How it Wilt Effect Manufacturers. 


The minicterial tariff commissioners in 
reasion at Toronto, have commenced 
work. Sir Richard Cart wright, Sir Oliver 
Mowat, Hon. Messrs. Fielding aad Pater- 
eon, representing the government. it 
was decided that the question of admis- 
sion of the press be left to individual de- 
putations and most of the importent de- 
putations through the day contented to 
the admission ofreportere. Wm. Cobie 
representing E. W. Gillette and cout- 
papy’s Yeast Cake and Baking Powder 
fectory, said the firm would go out of 
business ifthe tariff were reduced to say 
twenty percent. He had started the 
factory in 1885, when the teriff was in- 
creased from 20 to nearly 100 per cent. 
A. E Kemp, president of the Cauadian 
Manufacturer's association discussed 
sheet metal, tin, copper and enameled 
ware with epecial reference to the latter. 
German goods would replace Canadian 
but for the tari?. The most interesting 
deputation was perhaps that representing 
the bicycle manufacturers. These gentle- 
men argued that a amall increase or de- 
crease of duty on bicycles would have 
little effect on their importation, as only 
turplua steck was imported. Representa- 
tives of whitewear, collars, cuffs, shirte, 
etc., pointed out to the ministers a sta e- 
ment in a Troy, N. Y , paper to the effect 
that the management of a big manufac. 
turing concern there was waiting on the 
prospective reduction of the tariff here to 
take possc:eion of and flood the Canadian 
markets with their goods. 

At the afternoon eession of the tariff 
commission the dry goode men protested 
againet unfair appraisement of goods im- 
ported which they said was practieed in 
some of the emaller customs houses 
where the aporiisers were inefficient, 
and undervalued imports to the eerious 
disadvantage of importers at the larger 
custom honses, where proper valuations 
are made. They recommended ad vai- 
orem duties instead of specific, all through 
their line of imports. They showed dif- 
ferenc2s of opinion on the question of 
Canadian manufacfures, but on the 
whole would like to eee lower duties if 
not cripp!ing deserving industries. Bat 
they particularly asked for fewer customs 
houses and more efficient ctticers. 

The crockery men had the same kind 
of complaint to make and also recom- 
mended an all round daty of 30 per cent. 
on their imports and no reduction or in- 
crease of the present tariff other than 
neceseary to accomplish this. 

[he vinegar manufactures asked that 
the law be enforced to prevent being put 
onthe market vinegar manufactured im. 
properly, aud containing @ large portion 
of acetic acid. 

Representatives of the Typographical 
union asked tor increased duty on newa- 
paper and stereotype plates, aleo an in- 
crease of the present du.y of six cents 
per pound on books. They referred tothe 
Presbyterian hyain books being printed 
at Oxford, England, and urged that ifa 
tariff existed it should protect Canadian 
workingmeDd. 


A PRACTICAL PLAN. 


The Powers Considering a Scheme for the 
Government of Turkey. 


The London Daily News states that the 
powes are considering @ scheme for fi 
nancial control, and the placing of the 
administration of Tarkey in the hands of 
a responsible Euarcpean minister, Edgar 
Vincent at present treasarer of the U:to- 
man Bank, becoming the minister of 
finance, a Russian officer the minister of 
war, and a Frenchman minister of the 
interior, the Grand Vizier remaining 
president of the council of state, subject 
to the powers’ approval. ‘There is no 
reason to believe,” the Daily News gays, 
“that Germauy and Austria will consent 
to such a scheme, which would maintain 
the integrity of the Ottoman dominion, 
but would not necessarily keep the pre- 
sent sultan onthethrone. The scheme 
is believed to provide first for raising @ 
loan of £5,000.000, to ba applied to the 
administration, andthe reduction of the 
army, each vilayet to havea Europsan 
general, responsible to the ministry, whe 
is to collect the taxes, pay ealaries, etc, 
the revision of the civil and military 
cervice. the dismissal of the incompetent 
and ill reputed cflicare, the reorganiza 
tion of the gendarmerie under Lurkish 
and European officers, and equal rights 
to ali religious communities.” The Daily 
News also hasa Vienna dispatch which 
savs: ‘Edgar Vincent spent two dava 
here in negotiations for the proposed 
lurkish loan. He considera that the 
sacces depends upon the three upful- 
filled conditions of remodelling the Turk- 
ish debt commission on the pian of the 
Egyptian commission, with a Russian 
delegate, and the powers’ guarantee ctf 
the loan. It isrepor'ed tbat the czar has 
promised a Russian delezate.” 


CASTS OF THE ESQUIMAUX. 


Artist Albert Operti, Who Accompanied 
Peary, Made Plaster Casts, 


“] was anxious to make complete 
studies of these peculiar people, so I not 
only painted and photographed them, 
but [aigo mad: a number of plaster casts, 
This wasthe first time in the history 
of Arctic work that the attempt was 
made to exerciee the sculptor’s art in the 
Arctic regions I may eay tha: 1 was 
most successful in making plaster caste of 
the Esquimanx, notwithstanding the low 
temperatare in which he was obliged to 
work. 

“I had to try various parts of the saip 
before I could find a place where the 
plaster would not freeze, and at length 
took up my quarters for this work in the 
orlop, or lower deck of the steamer, 

“In making the casts the mode of 
operating consisted in rst anointing the 
podiea of the natives with @ preparation 
of petholatum, then in building around 
the mode! a wall of clay tot .e thickness 


of several inches. Then I placed 
strings vertically and horizontally 
upon the figure, allowing them 
to stick to the flesh, im — order 


to separate and break the mold. I then 
poured plaster of paris, mixed with water 
and sait, to hgsten hardening, all over 
the body of the sabject, the mixtare be- 
ing 10 or 15 degrees colder than the eur 
rounding atmosphere. 1 permitted the 
mixture to remain for four or five min- 
ates, or until hard, and then removed it, 
after marking it for future joining. These 
molds were afterwards pared off to get 
rid of the enperfuous portions, and laid 
away in and around the engine room to 
beeome thoroughly eva a 

“In making the cast of the face two 
goose quille were inserted in the nostrils 
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cated and the eyes were closed, and tieeue 
aper placed overthem. Thesubject was 
placed fall length on the deck, and a wall 
of clay was built ail around the tace to 
prevent tre plaster of parie from running 
allover. I then poured the plaster over 
the face with one hand, while with the 
other I heid the quills in an inclined p9- 
sition to permit of free breathing. When 
the mold hardened it was immediately 
removed and trimmed as the other mclde 
had been. Meaznrements of the features 
and members ofthe body were aleo taken. 
“The E-qtimaux subjects underwent 
these various operations very patiently 
and without a murmer, they even allow: 
ed themselves to be washed with soap 
and water, an experience a3 novel to 
as becoming subjects for plaster caste. 
For though the Eaquimeux possess many 
virtues, cleanliness is not mext to God'i- 
ness from their point of view. Notwith- 
standing the difficalties I eucceede: in 
making twelve barre!s fall of mo’ds, 
which I have brought back with me, so 
that I have reason to feel satisfied with 
my work.”—New York Herali.
